In a deal consummated and ef- 
fective Monday of this week Shir- 
ley Brothers; Inc., bécame a part 
of Rinker Materials, Inc., of West 
Palm Beach. Announcement of the 
sale was made by Claud L. 
Shirley, Sr, and M. E. Rihbker, 
Sr. head of the Rinker Materials 
corporation. ' A 

Shirley Bros, Inc., was incorpo 
rated in 1947 and has experienced 
a steady and healthy growth from 
its inception. Growth of the con- 
cern has-been in keeping with the 
economy of the Glades section-of 
Palm Beach county and a few 
short years ago it became neces- 
sary that the second  redi-mix 
plant be constructed at Pahokee. 
One redi-mix plant has been in op- 
eration’ at Belle Glade for many 
years along. with a concrete block 
plant. ` ^ 

The 39-year-old Rinker concern 
already comprises 22 ready mix 
plants and six concrete block 
plants spanning more than, 200 
miles of Florida's east coast from 
Dade county northward to Titus- 
ville. Mr. Rinker announced pur- 
chase of Owens Bros:, Concrete in 
New Smyrna Beach at the same 
time purchase ‘was made ofthe 
local company. 

Commenting upon the sale of 
his concern to Rinker, Mr. Shirley 
had the following comment: “I 
am optimistic over the potential 
for the plants under the new own- 
ership. Théy will be operated as 
the Glades Division of Rinker Ma- 
terials. I recommend the Rinker 
concern: highly to the people of the 
Glades and hope the fine folks 
here will continue their support 
and good will in the future as they 
have in the past.”
